Only a court 
order, expected Monday, stands 
in Anderson’s way to freedom. 
"It’s wonderful,” Anderson said 
Friday when told that authorities 
had accepted Dickie's story that 
Dickie 
killed Mrs. 
Nancy Joy 
Johnson and her 2Mi year old son 
on April 9. 
"I knew I didn’t do It,” said 
Anderson. “Somebody had to do 
it. I was just hoping he was tell­ 
ing the truth." 
STABBED 9 TIMES 
Mrs. Johnson had been stabbed 
nine times and raped. The child, 
found lying in her arms, also had 
been stabbed 
A 
week 
later, 
Anderson, 
a 
friend and neighbor of the John­ 
son family, was charged with the 
slayings. 
Anderson signed a statement for 
Air Force investigators saying he 
killed Mrs. Johnson. He denied 
killing the boy, Danny. Later he 
repudiated the statement and said 
he was told his wife would also 
be prosecuted and his children 
placed 
in foster homes if he 
didn’t. 
"JUST GAVE UP"

"After eight days and eight 
nights of questioning. I just gave 
up trying to argue," he told a 
newsman later. "I was so con 
fused at the end that if they 
would have told me I was Mona 
Lisa I would have believed them." 
Col. Charles Allard, command 
er of Mountain Home Air Force 
Base, said earlier this week he 
was sure nothing unproper had 
been done in the questioning. 
Mrs. Anderson remained here, 
but sent their three daughters to 
San Bernardino. Calif., to stay 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs 
Martin M. Anderson. 


Dickie, 22, a laborer, married 
a pregnant 13-year-old girl while 
he was here and later was es­ 
tranged from her. A few months 
ago he went to Boise to work. 
GIRL STRANGLED 
Two weeks ago in Boise, Caro­ 
lyn Rue Oldham Reitan, IO, was 
strangled and 
raped

hours of questioning, Dickie said 
he did it, but didn’t know why. 
During that questioning he hint­ 
ed that he also knew of other 
murders. 
"I killed two other people,” he 
told Boise Police Chief Jack Bar­ 
ney. "But another guy is going to 
swing for it.” 
He wouldn't say any more, al­ 
though authorities from Mountain 
Home questioned him about the 
Johnson slayings. 
Then Dickie told Rick Raphael, 
a newsman, that he killed Mrs. 
Johnson and her son. 
That was Monday. Authorities 
matched details of Dickie's story 
with the evidence, then announced 
Friday they had the wrong man. 
Dickie is charged with first de­ 
gree murder in the Reitan slaying 
and is still in the Boise jail. 
He has not been charged in the 
Johnson killings.

The highest 
price per pound does not always

lower pound price on cattle as 
they stand may bring more net 
return than a higher pound price 
when the buyer has the advantage 
on weight conditions. 
CLIP COWS 


Fall and winter is overcoat sea­ 
son. The dairy cow puts on her 


and it was designed to protect 
her from winter cold. But. that’s 
why barns were made, too, so 
this makes the cow s heavy win­ 
ter hair coat unnecessary. 
Clipping cows will make milk 
chores more enjoyable and may 
help boost milk production. Cows 
keep cleaner with short hair. It 
is particularly important to keep 
udders clipped. Long hair collects 
dust, dirt and moisture, this pro­ 
viding an ideal place for external 
parasites to thrive and irritate 
cattle, often decreasing produc­ 
tion. 


Clipping cows will often improve 
their appetites which can lead to 
improved 
production. 
If 
you 
haven’t already clipped your cows 
do it now and enjoy the pleasure 
of 
working 
clean, 
comfortable 
cows. And the best bonus of all 
could be healthier cows and in­ 
creased production. A set of sharp 
clipper blades can also save time 
in doing the job. 
If your septic tank needs clean­ 
ing about every four years, it 
may be too small. 
Septic tanks for many rural 
homes are not as big as they 
should be. “The bigger the bet­ 
ter” is a good rule-of-thumb to j 
follow in determining tank size. 
Proper tank size depends on such 
things as the number of persons 
in a family and whether or not 
a garbage grinder is used. 
Most sewage systems for rural 
homes consist of a house sewer, 
a septic tank, an outlet sewer 
and a disposal field. The house 
sewer takes waste from the house 
to the septic tank. The outlet .sew­ 
er passes liquids from the tank 
to the disposal field. 
The size of the disposal field 
needed depends on its location, 
soil type and kind of household

awaiting transportation south. 
The consulate estimates 
that 
150 Americans were in Assam, 
mostly south of the river. None 
reaching Calcutta reported seeing 
any fighting, but concern was ex­ 
pressed for some American tech­ 
nicians still unaccounted for.
